Two years later it came to his 
knowledge that a large quantity of 
United States benrer bonds Were de 
posited in the vaults of the Boston 
bank, Raymond and his gang were 


jsvueceseful in clearing the bank. To 
jeffect an entrance he purchased the 
inext door premises and pulled down 


the partition wall, until all that re 
mained between hivself and the 
|vonds was several inches of boiler 
plating. 


This strong room did not keep out 
him and his gang for at midday one 
Sunday a hole was cut through the 
iron walls wide enough to allow Ray- 
mond to slip through. Boxes were 
luroken and many thousands of dol- 
‘lars in bonds were secured, 

Shortly after the Franco-Prussian 
jwar in 1870 Raymond became the 
proprietor of a large cafe In Paris, 
aud bis saloon became the resort of 
Americafs staying there. 

| On day a Parisian jeweler called 
on Raymond and told him that if he 
returned the next day he would Iintro- 
duce him te several of his customers 
|who were diamdnd buyers. 

The man went round to several dia- 
mand and precious stone dealers, and 
collected same of the beat stones in 
the capital. These he placed in a 
valise, and entered Raymond's estab- 
Nshment. The bag was pat down, 
and Raymond entered into convernia- 
tion with the man, but when the dia- 
mond dealer turned round to get his 
bag it had mysteriously disappeared 

The police were called, “and Ray- 
mond swore the man had not b ht 
a bag into his establishment. 
diamond merchants eventually prose- 
cuted the man for theft and Raymond 
was called as a witness to convict 
his unfortunate victim, 

On one occasion Raymond and his 
gang stole 700,000 francs and a num- 
ber of Spanish and Egyptian bonds 
from the train running between Cal- 
ais an‘ Paris. One of the thieves, 
however, supplied the French detec- 
tives with evidence of this robbery, 
and Raymond, who had escaped from 
justice, was sentenced to 20 years’ 
penal servitude in his absence 

Shortlyafter this he arranged with 
his confederates to rob the bullion 
van at Folkstone. He miscalculated 
the time ,=however, and the plot was 
abortive, 

His next exploit ‘waa a journey to 
Capetown Here: he _ made himself 
familiar with the methods adopted by 
the mangers of the mining companies 
of sending diamonds to Europe. “A 
poat office was broken into, and 
$250,000 worth of precious stones 
taken. With the proceeds of the rob- 
bery a business was started in Hatton

Huaters say that each wolf con- 
sumes on an average 30 deer in the 
course of a year. Consequently there 
is a loud demand for the payment 
by the government of a bounty upon 
the heads of these brutes. 

In the province of Ontario there is 
a small bounty for the killing of 
wolves, but it is seldom ciaimed be- 
cause fi is not large enough to in- 
duce hunters to work for it, the natu- 
ral cunning of the wolf making it 
such a difficult animal to trap or kill. 

The trapping of wolves is quite a 
science, and rendered so much more 
dificult a one for the trapper in that 


the wolves seem to know ne@rpy as 
much about it as he does hii§self. 
The animals are seldom deceiv by 


the concealment of a trap, and if he 
cannot safely remove the bait with- 
out becoming entangled in it he will 
pas it by, no matter how hungry 
he may be. Sometimes, howe the 
hunter deceives the wolf by sKMifully 
arranging the balt beneath the trap. 

During the iatter part of the pres- 
ent winter the number of deer 
slaughtered by wolves has boen very 
large, on account of the deep snow, 
over which it is impossible for the 
deer to pass without sinking. They 
thus become an easy prey to their 
ravenous pursuers. 

Wolves have made their appaerance 
in great numbers in the valley of the 
St. Maurice and in other parts of 
the province, causing great destruc- 
tion among the red deer, thousands 
of which they devour each year. It 
is known also that they are oxcocd 
ingly numerous in the woods no 
of Ottawa, and also on the Ontar 
side of the Ottawa river. The super 
intendent of the Algonquin Nationa 
park reports wolves ae very numer- 
ous there this year, and declares them 
the greatest enemy of the red deer. 
He has had recourse to poison, in 
some cases a deer having been kill- 
ed and its whole carcase polsoned. 
They are —cowardly brutes, these 
northern grey wolves, and seldom at- 
tack human beings, unless they the 
themselves in considerable numbers.— 
Montreal Herald.
